PROJECT DAYBREAK: 
BUILDING A DREAM 


In the September 1988 issue of The Sower, it was reported 
that the Executive Committee of the diocese had given is ap- 
proval to a plan to establish a half-way house for refugee 
women. 

Nina Chiba, coordinator of the Refugee Committee, met 
with the Called to Care Committee in December to share 
information on the status of “Project Daybreak”. 

Mrs. Chiba’s committee has received the go-ahead to begin 
soliciting donations to purchase a four- or six-plex in Calgary 
to provide accommodation for refugee women alone or those 
who head households. These women experience particular 
hardship in refugee situations and can expect little or no 
assistance through existing relief programs. 

The committee estimates that appropriate housing will cost 
$200,000 and hopes to raise that amount in the Diocese of 
Calgary and through government funding by December 1989. 

However, Mrs. Chiba stressed that housing is only one part 
of the total program. In conjunction with the housing “we 
will provide the kind of program in which language skills, 
employment skills and confidence building can be targetted 
so that women may establish themselves above the poverty 
line”, she said. 


“Friendship and support levels will need to be high. 
Alongside this, refugee women, alone or as heads of 
households already within the city and struggling below the 
poverty line, may be assisted.” Pastoral Care will be crucial 
in the profound grieving process that follows relocation. 

Mrs. Chiba said that she and her committee have been en- 
couraged by the response from parishes within the diocese. 

Christ Church is beginning the sponsorship of a family from 
the refugee ministry in Cairo, has already helped bring in 
a family from Costa Rica and is making a monthly contribu- 
tion for the refugee claimant work that the Refugee Commit- 
tee participates in through the inter-faith coalition. Through 
this work 64 families have been assisted. 

But while this a great beginning, the committee is constantly 
in need of sponsors. A Friends of Refugees Committee has 
been established to ask for prayers and money for this im- 
portant work. 

“We have been very active in advocacy”, Mrs. Chiba said. 
“Now we can begin to build up our local action so that both 
our advocacy and our witness will be more of a reality.”

FROM THE RECTOR... 


Just an hour or two earlier on this 
January evening I was coming home 
from the Church when I became aware 
of different sources and levels of light 
all around me. 

Across the street there was a small 
tree which still bore the lights of 
Christmas. By now they had become 
the lights of Epiphany. Above me a far stronger light was com- 
ing from the fluorescent street light on the corner. But, 
stronger even than that, was the gentle but vast and lovely 
light from the snowfall which has just blanketed the city and 
this whole area from the mountains and away to the East. 

Three sources and three levels of light, each more power- 
ful and more widespread than the other. It occurred to me 
that I was being shown a parable of Christian faith. 

The light of Our Lord begins with the faint isolated light 
of the stable. That light is augmented by the lights of both 
shepherds and wisemen. Then, far beyond the stable, light 
is spread over the whole area by the rays of the star. 

So it is in a Christian life. The light of faith is kindled 
perhaps in childhood or in adult years. As time goes by a 
person’s faith deepens and reaches out. By grace the light 
of faith illumines the whole of life. 

This season of Epiphany (a word which itself means 
“spreading light”) will soon pass into this year’s early season 
of Lent. In those Lenten weeks the light of Christ will enter 
a time of shadows and suffering. It will seem that the light 
grows faint as we approach the tragic days of Holy Week. 
It will seem that the light is extinguished in the terrible 
darkness of Good Friday. But from that darkness the light 
and joy of Easter will blaze. 

I wish you light and faith, especially if there are shadows 
for you in life at this time. I wish you a deepening faith which 
gives light to all your living. I wish you the light and life of 
Christ.

May we seek in our lives the ‘Spring’ of our Lord. . .and 
may your Lent be a pathway to a more abundant life.
